Financial Loss,

thelr Thankagiving dinners will be bird.

Iation of this annual affair which has
provided this city with many thousands
of the very cholesst gotiblers sver posn

on the market

At Hatfleld It wan mald that the male
had besn abandotisd beaause of the quar-
antine which has besn Impoped on cattle
and the fear of the poultrymen that It
will be spread to Inciude the birda. This
would, they claim, cause them great
financial loases, and they are taking no
chancen. The farmaers say that they will
hold the birda over untll Christmas time
In the hope that the hoof and mouth dls
case will have bean stamped out by that
time,

The magnitude of the trade transastad
at tha Hatfeld sala (s well Nustrated by
the Ngtres of Ilast year, when BfI birde
weara sold on Thureday, November X, the
first day of the affalr, and more than 1200
on Saturday, November 22, the second and
last dny of the sale.

Until thix wesk preparations for the
event were being carried on by avery ona
In Hatfleld and the nelghboring country.
Then news came from one of the largest
shippers that he would send no birds this
yvear becnume of the uncerianinty of the
quarantine on all live stock. This news
sprend rapldly, and almoat within a day
the entire affalr had “'fallen through.”
Every one who had turkeys to ship from
n dletance decided to hold over, and there
proved to be too scanty a crop of near-
bya'" to make the sale worth while.

Reports from Philadelphia poultrymen
show that thus far the turkey market
remain® very poor. There has not been
wufficient bad weather, they say, to causo
the birds to cense their dally sprints
‘eross couniry, and ma A consequence the
gobhlers are remarkably thin, It Is hoped
that there will be a declded cold snap
